ed the use of cameras as a method of

Spiraling from that action and others like 
it came the 40-hour work week and eventually a 
legacy that includes employee benefits, pen- 
sions and compensation. We all benefit from the 
groundwork laid by these early pioneers of 
workers rights, almost to the point where you

Too many people think the battle has been 
won, that workers’ rights are safeguarded, and 
labour activists are antiquated in their thinking. 
That's especially true here: Alberta is the least 
unionized province in the country, a place where 
citizens don't often question government actions 
and one in which acting up is not only discour- 
aged, it's looked on with a measure of contempt. 
But it might hearten you to know that some folks 
with vision, like the people who marched on 
Chicago that day, are still ready to demand not

deserve. Here are four: 


the answer to a lot of the issues facing 
us. It empowers people. Once you 
convince people they have power, 
that’s 95 per cent of the battle.

People would 
come down, present their concerns, 
debate their priorities and work out 
compromises for what would best 
serve the community... When I 
came back I decided that I could 
either sit back and watch TV or get 
involved and take some owner- 
ship.” 

Why more people don’t “take 
ownership”: “The school system 


doesn’t factor in time to teach peo- 
ple how to participate, instead what 
we learn is that if we participate it 
will go unnoticed like in the case of 
Bill 11 [the private hospitals act] 
where the majority of the con- 
stituency was against it but it went 
through anyway. It doesn’t mean 
people should stop trying, it means 
they should try harder.” 

Some changes brought about 
under his leadership: Started the 
green campus environmental initia- 
tive, worked on developing a 
course in activism out of the Faculty 
of Arts. 

Mike Trivia: Started university in 
the Faculty of Business.

Education: Elementary, junior high 
better part of grade 10. 

Works of activism: Started a peti- 
tion to demand more money for edu- 
cation and collected close to 4,000 sig:

“Education funding is like a bathtub 
it’s slowly being drained.” 

Biggest influence: Former babysit- 
ter Emily Hill, now a lawyer in the 
Yukon. (“The most optimistic person 
I know.”) 

First execution of her democratic 
rights: Grade 5. Started a petition to 
save the school’s monkey bars.

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IN THE WAR THAT HAS JUST BEGUN, 
soldiers and civilians will not be the 
only casualties. Although President 
Bush trumpets the bringing of 
democracy to Iraq, ina larger sense 
the deadly rain of missiles on 
Baghdad has dealt a major setback 
to what historians someday may call 
the Age of Human Rights 

Perhaps that’s too grand aterm 
for a principle that major nations 
have applied erratically, hypocriti- 
cally, or often not at all. But the idea 
of human rights as an international 
standard, as something which tran- 
scends national boundaries, has 
gathered much force over the last 
several decades. It has been one of 
the great, fragile triumphs of today’s 
world. 

A major human rights landmark 
was the 1961 founding of Amnesty 
International, an organization based 
on the principle that no one should 
be imprisoned — whether by Poland 
or Argentina, China or EIS Salvador, 
Pakistan or Bulgaria — only for his or 
her beliefs. This proved a powerful, 
subversive message that rattled 
many governments in a world 
divided by the Cold War — the 
repressive regimes of the Soviet bloc 
on one side, and the United States 
with its dictator allies in Latin 


America and elsewhere on the other. 


In 1978, across the kitchen table in 
the Moscow apartment of the famed 
physicist and dissident Andrei 
Sakharov, a Russian writer told me 
that a friend of hers in prison had 
once received a postcard of support 
from an Amnesty member in 
Switzerland. “I felt as if the doors of 
the prison had opened,” the man 
told her years later, “And I could see 
the sky.” 

Today a report by Amnesty, 

Human Rights Watch, Antislavery 

International or other similar groups 
carries moral weight because people 
know that it is based on a universal 
standard. And that standard has 
broadened: The concept of human 
rights now increasingly includes not 
just the legal rights of free speech, 
due process and the vote, but the 
social and economic rights to health 
care, a living wage, and more. 

Another set of human rights land- 
marks has been the setting up of 
United Nations tribunals for those 
who committed war crimes in 


A War on Enlightenment 


US actions undermine human rights 
advances that took decades to establish 


Rwanda, Sierra Leone, and the for- 
mer Yugoslavia. So far, such trials 
have been for officials from small 
and powerless countries only; it will 
be a long time before Russia is called 
to account for its atrocities in 
Chechnya, or the United States for a 
century of military interventions in 
Central America. Nonetheless, a 
principle is on the table that applies 
to all nations great and small. Many 
a would-be dictator now knows that 
he could someday be put in the dock 
outside his own country. And even 
where there are no tribunals, another 
set of rights is implicitly now on the 
table: the right for survivors of bru- 
tal, repressive regimes to know the 
truth. South Africa’s Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission has been 
a bold and daring experiment, 
imperfect but unprecedented in his- 
tory, and is now being imitated in 
more than half a dozen other coun- 
tries. Could something like it have 
even been imagined before our 
imperfect but unprecedented Age of 
Human Rights? 


Power to prosecute 


One of my favorite institutions of 
this era few Americans even know 
about: the European Court of 
Human Rights. Participating nations 
— including many which are not yet 
members of the European Union — 
must allow the court to overrule 
legal decisions made by their nation- 
al courts. I recently heard a Danish 
former judge of the court describe 
how in an important test case the 
court had reinstated in her job a 
German schoolteacher fired only 
because of her membership in the 
Communist Party. The Dane was 
then asked by a new and bewildered 
fellow-judge from Eastern Europe, 
“Explain this to me. I don’t under- 
stand it. In my country we're trying 
to fire Communist Party members!” 
Perhaps today that judge better 
understands how human rights 
extend even to those whose political 


opinions you loathe. Millions of 
Europeans certainly do. 

A high point of the Age of 
Human Rights came on the evening 
of October 16, 1998, when Scotland 
Yard detectives walked into a pri- 
vate clinic in London’s exclusive 
Marylebone district and placed 
retired General Augusto Pinochet of 
Chile under arrest. Pinochet had the 
blood of thousands of tortured, 
murdered and “disappeared” 
Chileans on his hands; a Spanish 
judge had issued a warrant for him; 
and under European Union agree- 
ments Scotland Yard had no choice 


brutal measures as well, such as 
withholding pain medication from 
wounded captives. And intellectu- 
als who should know better, like 
Alan Dershowitz, argue, appalling- 
ly, that torture as a means of interro- 
gation can sometimes be justified. 

In building the vast network of 
military bases that surround the 
Persian Gulf and its oil (or “our oil,” 
as some in Washington say), we've 
gotten more deeply entangled with 
the repressive allies we already 
have, like Saudi Arabia and the 
Arab sheikdoms, and have acquired 
a raft of ungodly new ones. In gas-

but to obey it — even though the 
arrest left the British government 
with a huge diplomatic headache. 
After dithering for more than a 
year, the British finally let Pinochet 
return to Chile, on spurious 
grounds of ill-health. Still, Pinochet 
was deeply and publicly humiliat- 
ed; Chilean authorities were 
emboldened to move against him in 
ways they had not done before; and 
retired human rights abusers 
around the globe — including 
Pinochet-supporter Henry 
Kissinger — are more careful where 
they travel. 

And now? Even before launching 
its senseless and unnecessary war 
on Iraq, the way the Bush adminis- 
tration has waged the necessary 
war on Al-Qaeda has made a mock- 
ery of human rights. At home and 
abroad, prisoners are held in secret, 
in harsh, isolated conditions, with- 
out the rights of either civilian 
defendants or POWs. Suspects cap- 
tured by Americans are turned over 
for interrogation to foreign security 
services, like those of Morocco, 
Jordan and Egypt, that routinely 
practice severe torture. U.S. intelli- 
gence and military officers boast of

rich Turkmenistan, one of many 
countries now hosting U.S. troops, 
dictator Saparmurad Niyazov has 
thrown 20,000 of his enemies in 
prison.

Saddam Hussein is a 
murderous despot, but this is still a 
war of conquest. The only right 
involved here is the one baldly 
asserted by Bush and his fast- 
diminishing number of allies: the 
right of an imperial America to 
assert its control over other coun- 
tries. If all well-armed nations fol- 
lowed this example, the world 
would be doomed to perpetual, all- 
engulfing war. And don’t expect 
any human rights paradise when the 
conquest of Iraq is complete. A 
regime friendly to the U.S. and its oil

Furthermore, the ideals behind 
them remain contagious. I have 
spent the last three years writing 
about some human rights crusaders 
of an earlier time, the men and 
women who, in the England of the 
1780s, began voicing the almost 
unheard-of idea that slavery was 
immoral. Like many activists today, 
they were mocked as naive idealists 
Self-styled realists informed them 
that ending slavery was a pipe 
dream, because doing so would 
wreck the empire’s economy. They 
went through discouraging years 
when they made no headway. Thei: 
campaign was set back tremendous 
ly by war-the two decades of com- 
bat that ended only at Waterloo. But 
they prevailed. Human societies Bal 
every continent had taken slavery 
for granted for millennia, but the 
largest empire on earth finally freed . 
its slaves in the 1830s, half a century 
after the campaign began. Some . 
ideas are so powerful, so true to their 
times, and take root so deeply that 
even dark and violent passages, like 
the one we are entering this week, 
cannot suppress them forever.

their audience, but because they 
don’t pull a screw-job with some out- 
rageous withheld info, it’s not hard to 
make their leap into some unconven- 
tional narrative territory. The lesson 
here is that it’s more effective to leave 
an audience wanting more by offer- 
ing suggestive glimpses into the 
truth, rather than hiding it behind a 
curtain waiting to be whipped back 
at the end of the second act 

It's much easier to negotiate these 
twists of the ensemble murder mys- 
tery if you've got a cast that can fill out 
the many roles. Mangold, who's 
proved he’s an actor's director in 
Copland, Girl Interrupted, and Kates 
Leopold, has a (excuse the pun) killer 
cast. Cusack and Peet in particular 
bring out the strengths and fears of 
their characters while honing a poten- 
tially dangerous edge of secrecy and 
mystery 

Of course, in the thriller, what's just 
as important as what's being with- 
held, is what's thrown in your face. 
Mangold’s intentionally uneasy 
angles and camera placement work 
with an expertly edited soundtrack to 
smack down some adrenaline-rich 
scares. When the pauses in tension 
finally arrive, it’s like a fever break. 

The effectiveness of Identity is most 
apparent during the hushed 
moments, when the only thing heard 
from the audience is the invested 
attention vented in sighs of relief.

excited a great deal of controversy 
when it premiered at this year’s 
Sundance Festival. This tale of priv- 
ileged Asian-American high school- 
ers whose studious, overachieving 
image serves as a cover for criminal 
activity drew criticism for the bleak- 
ly amoral light it throws on its sub- 
jects.

His clean-cut image makes it 
easy for him and his squirrely pal 
Virgil (Jason Tobin) and surly pal 
Han (Sung Kang) to pull the occa- 
sional scam on big box electronic 
stores. Ben is approached by 
smooth operator Daric (Roger Fan), 
a high school golden boy with a 
huge house and no parents, to con- 
tribute cheat sheets to sell to dumb 
white kids. These young Chinese- 
Americans turn into an impromptu 
gang, resorting to ever more dan- 
gerous avenues to line their pockets 
and earning a reputation for vio- 
lence and excess. Things spiral out 
of control when the gang is 
approached by a detested rich kid 
who wants them to rob his parents’ 
house. 

Like so many movies aimed at 
younger audiences, Better Luck 
Tomorrow is a hodgepodge of cam- 
era tricks and visual gimmicks that 
don’t contribute rac to the 
coherency of the story but make the 
moral bankruptcy on display look 
pretty sexy. It feels like Lin had his 
violent set-pieces all worked out 
before he knew how they‘d fit in 
the script.

And far from offer- 
ing complex characterizations that 
counteract Asian stereotypes, Betfer 
Luck Tomorrow's protagonists are 
mere inches deep, their behaviour 
undermotivated, except by the 
director's desire to be edgy and 
shocking. 

Without substantial characters or 
the faintest hint of realism under- 
pinning the proceedings, the film 
comes off a bit like wish fulfillment 
for people whose braininess and 
ambition made them uncool as 
teenagers. If reaping the rewards of 
hard work and good grades weren't 
revenge enough, now they get to 
screw hookers and wield guns and 
baseball bats with impunity. 

So perhaps it’s not that Better 
Luck Tomorrow is shockingly bad — 
in fact, it’s only mediocre — but 
that the justification of its shocking 
subject matter doesn’t stand up to 
very much critical consideration. 
No matter what its director might 
say, what you have here is adoles- 
cent nonsense. Better luck next 
movie, Mr. Lin.

WHILE MOST FILMMAKERS GRUNT 
it out on commercial sets and make 
dreary corporate videos while they 
dream of making their great, inde- 
pendent opus, some just want to 
return home, sell out to the TV and 
chill. 

Frederick Kroetch, a recent 
Concordia University film school 
grad, is one of those. “I went to film 
school in Montreal, and I wanted to 
try something commercial, as a kind 
of backlash against academia.” 

His project turned out to be 
Pitchers, a half-hour television pilot 
made with a cash budget of about 
$500 and the goodwill of the cast 
and crew. “For one, the whole film 
thing costs a lot of money, so until 
I’ve got some grants and financing 
I'll stick to video.” 

A year and a half of planning and 
conception went into the script, 
which was eventually awarded a 
FAVA grant for production. “It went 
through a number of rewrites, then 
one day we decided to make some- 
thing autobiographical. Ricky is basi- 
cally me, and I did live with my 
cousin Jay for a while.” 

Pitchers tells the story of Ricky 
(Dean Davey), a hopeless university 
student trying to find love (or at least 
a quick grope) and understanding 
(or at least a drunken witticism) in 
the dank recesses of a campus bar, 
played by the real-life Library Bar 
and Grill. Ricky’s nemesis is his 
roommate Jay (Kevin Gillese), a 
stoner who seems to have the world 
in his hands (or at least the bosom of 
the bargirl). 

Shot digitally, and obviously so, it 
has been described by FAVA execu- 
tive director David Cheoros as 
“Trailer Park Boys go to university.” 
It’s surprising that they’ ve made it 
there, actually, but maybe Jay’s par- 
the 
dean or something. Who knows: 
verisimilitude begins and ends with 


refrigerator when she and Regina 
escape the Nazis and join him, but 
instead she spends their last pennies 
ona fancy frock, revealing the extent 
of her selfish ignorance and setting 
her up to be predictably knocked 
down a peg or two over the course 
of the film. 

We witness Walter and Jettel’s 
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the general concept that Kroetsch 
himself spent many an hour drink- 
ing with his buddies at Concordia, 
wondering about life and girls and 
stuff. 

If the cast looks familiar, that’s 
because he’s drawn from the 
already-busy improv community to 
people his series. Belinda Cornish 
and Kevin Gillese have both 
appeared in Bill Minsky improv 
videos already this year, and the res! 
Kroetsch rounded up from the Die- 
Nasty /Chimprov scene. “Some of it 
is improvised but the budget and 
time constraints made more of it 
impossible,” Kroetsch laments. 

However, stylistically it is highly 
scripted, the dialogue very con- 
trolled to seem more like stiff recita- 
tions of a textbook than off-the-cuff 

ips, except more than likely 
they're going to be about a lady’s re! 
ative Hote rather than a philo- 
sophical musing. Though Pitchers 
does have that, too. “I wish I had 
more time to incorporate more slap- 
stick, I feel that I’ve made it more 
smart than funny.” 

He needn't have worried; no one 
is going to mistake this for a PBS 
series on the great thinkers of the 
world. It’s an interesting exercise for 
someone accustomed to more artis- 
tic work, as the Concordia curricu- 
lum is famed for ucing some of 
Canada’s more interesting young 
film grads. 

“Td love it if someone optioned 
it,” enthuses Kroetsch. “A couple 
thousand dollars to write the next 
few episodes would be great. We'd 
take it to Montreal, which is where i 
takes place. That's why we chose the 
Library and the Princess, for the 
Montreal atmosphere.”

(and served as priceless publicity for 
his work), Meyer repeatedly clashed 
with professional prudes who tried 
to quash his self-expression through 
the ‘60s and ‘70s, thereby paving the 
way for gratuitous nudity and vio- 
lence in mainstream films. Whatever 
censors might have said, Meyer 
proved to be in touch with the tastes 
of his public and his films, made on 
notoriously low-budgets, were gen- 
erally huge-grossing hits. By his 
own reckoning, his film Vixen cost 
$94,000 to make and earned some- 
where around $25 million. 

Beyond the Valley of the Dolls (1970) 
was one of Meyer's two ventures 
into studio filmmaking and was one 
of the highest-grossing films the 
year it came out. Teaming up on the 
script with film critic Roger Ebert, 
Meyer took advantage of a larger 
than usual budget to “parody” 
youth culture and Hollywood 
sleaziness in telling the story of a 
busty all-girl rock group finding

their fortune, and rather a lot of mis- 
fortune, in Los Angeles. In short, this 
is the pinnacle of retrograde camp. 

Dolly Read (Playboy Playmate, 
May 1966) stars as Kelly, ambitious 
vocalist for the Carrie Nations. After 
a stellar gig at their senior prom, 
Kelly, her bandmates and her 
boyfriend / manager hit the road to 
find fame in the big city. Moments 
after arriving in L.A,, the girls are 
invited to a party at the home of 
music mogul Ronnie “Z-Man” 
Barzell (John LaZar, indescribable), 
who signs them to a big contract and 
sets them down a road to ruin 
paved with drugs, porn stars, gold 
diggers, lesbian fashion designers, 
rampaging boxers, herma phrodites, 
attempted suicide, abortion and ritu- 
al murder 

On the level of social commen- 
tary, Valley packs the punch of an 
episode of the old Batman TV series, 
which is where some of the sets and 
costumes may have come from as 
well. But therein lies its charm; it 
would seem hopelessly dated if it 
weren't so cheekily aware of the 
transience of its cultural moment. 
Apparently Meyer never let on to 
his actors that he intended the 
movie to be funny, which lends to 
the impression that the entire cast of 
some debauched soap opera went 
on a glue-sniffing binge before 
showing up to work. 

Meyer's command of the medium 
keeps things moving at a neck-snap- 
ping pace and his clever, frenetic 
editing, a joke-jammed soundtrack 
and an apparent willingness to fly 
headlong into the chasm that sepa- 
rates good taste from bad matches 
the hysterical pitch of the action on 
screen. 

As tacky as his depiction of 
nymphomaniacs, pastel-scarved fag- 
gots and raging Negroes may seem, 
it took a while for Hollywood to 
catch up to Myer’s all-offending 
inclusiveness and, as is often the 
case in his films, the real villains are 
the folks who lack the capacity to 
live and let live

(Of 
course, my opinion might be colored 
by the fact that his first big fight 
scene was ripped off the screen and 
stabbed to death in front of me at 
City Centre. I hope so). 

Still, as the story unfolds, X2 just 
feels, well, sloppier than X-Men. X- 
Men had a lean quality, a quickness 
with the dialogue that made lines 
like “You're a dick” linger in memo- 
ry longer than any particular battle. 
Plus, for all its weird mutants and 
superpowers, X-Men was at heart 
Wolverine’s story, his battle to find a 
place in a world where he’s always 
been an outsider, accepting the help 
of others in order to help a girl who's 
just as lost as he is. 

X2, on the other hand, isn’t quite 
sure whose story it is. Here, every- 
body’s got their own little bits, but 
there’s less sense of the overall pic- 
ture—a lot like a comic book. So 
Rogue has her romantic challenges 
with Bobby, and Storm and 
Nightcrawler are paired up to talk 
about faith, and there’s an echo of the 
Cyclops-Jean-Wolverine love triangle. 

But what we want to see in X2 is 
the cool, slick stuff from X-Men 
except cooler and slicker and bigger. 
Instead, it gives us lots of fights, but 


no one, single, bigger fight. We get 
lots of bits with different characters, 
but not so much central theme. We 
see the mutants use their powers 
and react to situations, but we're 
halfway through the film before we 
get a scene that really crackles (an 
Tan McKellan scene, obviously). 

A particular problem is that we 
can’t help noticing that our bad 
guy—a military asshole named 
Stryker played by Brian Cox— 
doesn’t really have a hell of a lot of 
tricks up his sleeve considering it’s 
going to be him vs. a dozen super- 
powered mutants by the end of the 
film. Brian Cox is great—he did a 
better Hannibal Lecter than Hopkins 
in Manhunter—but if it’s gonna be 
him, Lady Deathstrike and a bunch 
of stabbable soldiers up against the 
X-Men plus Mystique, Pyro and 
Magneto, it’s hard to feel like the 
mutants need to do much more than 
show up.

prevent is not only visually lame but 
also totally neutralizes Xavier as a 
character. 

Not that everybody doesn’t get to 
do some cool shit and throw their 
powers around; there’s always plen- 
ty going on. And comics fans will 
smile and be happy throughout. X2 
follows the Empire Strikes Back route: 
the characters we liked seeing 
together in the first film are split up 
and sent on their own mini-adven- 
tures in the second. But ultimately, 
while there are middlin’-cool 
moments throughout X2, none of 
the little adventures seem to quite 
add up to one big adventure. X2 
feels like the second in a trilogy; the 
best stuff in it is setup for the next 
film, if they make it. In the context of 
X-Men: Phoenix, X2 will probably 
click together a lot better. But as a 
big, ass-kicking, blockbuster follow- 
up to X-Men... well, I just hope you 
have a better time than I did.

Here, there are no themes or prevailing 
metaphors; The Core they seek is nothing more 
than a giant ball of iron, so the movie comes off 
as just a show reel for unusual deep-Earth geo- 
logical formations. It's mildly diverting, but ulti-

Dreamcatcher Dreamcatcher has a terrifying, if 
derivative, set-up. But the director is faced with 
the problem of adapting the average-sized King 
novel: what elements to include? Unless you're 
working at a mini-series length, adapting King to 
the screen only works by cutting certain ele- 
ments to focus on others. In January of 2002, 
Stephen King announced he'd retire after wrap- 


ping up several in-progress works, because he 
wants to go out while he's “still on top of the 
game.” Riliiight. As Dreamcatcher illustrates, 
Steve-o ditched craftsmanship for Harlequin 
Romance pulp proficiency a while ago, which is 
a whole other type of scary altogether. ** 1/2

The Good Thief On the surface, it’s a pretty 
straightforward heist movie, with Nick Nolte as 
Bob, a compulsive gambler and heroin addict up 
for one last kick at the whole casino-robbing 
game before retirement, Ocean's Eleven style. 
One rarely gets more than a sense of cosmetics 
in this movie. While Nolte and his incredibly 
handsome sidekicks shamble around various 
dingy strip clubs and snazzy casinos, the film's 
visual trickery serves little than to prove its own 
hipness. Why, especially, do those irritating 
freeze-frames keep popping up, other than to 
mindlessly mimic the style of the French New 
Wave? We get it. It's a remake. ** (MS) 


Ghosts of the Abyss James Cameron has a lot 
of money. So much, in fact, that he can afford to 
spend millions of dollars pursuing his interests, 
which happen to include exploring underwater 
shipwrecks (i.e. the Titanic) with robots. And, 
being a filmmaker, he can defray the costs by 
making a film about stuff he’s checking out. So 
what's left of the Titanic? Well, a lot of floating 
underwater footage of the wreck and a fair num- 
ber of ghostly semi-transparent boatmen walk- 
ing around on long-encrusted decks. But it’s 
Cameron's passion and enthusiasm that is the 
teal story, and he should have just dumped the 
false modesty and admitted he was the star of 
the show. *%** (SN) 


Head of State Chris Rock is a dud director with 
an inconsistent tone. Sometimes he sticks to the 
outdated Frank-Capra-style little-guy-against- 
the-system clichés, at other times he's viciously 
mocking them. Then he'll set himself up to do 
stand-up bits, or whatever might work for the 
moment. In doing so, supporting cast members 
get somewhat neglected, particularly Bernie 
Mac — a funny dude who seems forced to 
restrain himself as Rock's sidekick. Rock obvi- 
ously views the American electoral system as 
the long-running joke that it is: with a real direc- 
tor anda focused script he could've had one of 
those hilarious movies that proves why apple 
pie politics are second to none for laughs.

Two twenty-something couples—on 
a road-trip to catalogue roadside kitsch in grimy 
backwater America in 1977—pull into the 
wrong gas station. What follows is a jerky fun- 
house ride through escalating spectacles of tor- 
ture, madness, and unexplained weirdness. The 
semblance of a coherent plot deteriorates into a 
shockfest. Zombie's ambition to reacquaint 
hardcore horror fans with a bygone era is 
admirable, but sometimes no matter how hard

THE PLANET SMASHERS MIGHT NOT 
enjoy the greatest commercial suc- 
cess story ever told, but that doesn’t 
stop them from having the time of 
their lives. They are more than 
happy simply being recognized as 
one of the most important ska bands 
in the country 

“It took a while to get to that 
point,” admits singer/guitarist Matt 
Collyer. “When we put out other 
records like Life of the Party and No 
Self-Control, we were aspiring for 
some commercial success. It’s not 
really the focus of the band any- 
more. It’s just more aligned with 
doing what we have done and real- 
izing that it’s pretty damn good 
where we are at. We should be pret- 
ty happy—and we are.” 

Yet, after ten years of hard work 
belting out party-oriented ska 
grooves, the Smashers might be 
headed for quite a big break. Their 
newest album, Mighty, will hit 
record stores in June, and the 
Smashers have just landed a deal 
with UK-based Golf Records, one of 
the most important punk and ska 
labels in Europe. Not only will Golf 
release, distribute and market the 
band’s previous albums, they’re also 
going to re-release their music 
videos for Europe’s PAL-friendly 
television sets, plus set them up to 
tour the UK in September. 

“This is really cool because we're 
so used to doing everything on our 
own,” says Collyer, who still has to 
compile gas receipts on his comput- 
er while on tour and is looking for- 
ward to having someone else take 
care of business issues. “That's really 
anew thing for us.” 

Decidedly, it’s been a good run for 
the Montreal-based outfit over the 
last few months despite minor 
changes to the band’s roster 
(Edmontonian Jeremiah McDade 
replaced Leon Kingston on saxo- 
phone). 

While preparing their new record

the Smashers had the opportunity to 
work with Neville Staples from the 
legendary Specials, who showed the 
band the extent of his talent in his 
own ‘special’ way. All it took him 
was an mp3 file. 
“We basically recorded [a] song 
»y e-mail,” says Collyer, not kidding 
at all. 

A few months ago, the Smashers’ 
frontman was so excited about col- 
laborating with Staples that he sent 
him an e-mail in Los Angeles with a 
track attached to his message. 
Collyer was simply expecting 
Staples to give it a listen, come up 
with vocals, and show up in the stu- 
dio at a later time for a recording ses- 
sion. 

But Staple took it seriously and re- 
recorded the song with his vocals 
added before sending it back to 
Collyer, once again via e-mail, with- 
in 48 hours. 

“He makes me sound like a little 
white boy from the suburbs,” jokes 
Collyer. “I can’t really do the British- 
Jamaican accent, but all he said once 
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it was done was, ‘I just saved you a 
thousand dollars.” 

Appropriately, the Smashers have 
adopted an “everything’s gonna be 
all right” attitude, with this spring’s 
Grind tour (“a mini mini mini mini 
Warped tour”) being the perfect 
opportunity to get a party started all 
across the country—although they’! 
remain focused on what's coming 
up next. 

“The difference is: when we were 
starting out we didn’t have any 
intentions of making it a lifestyle,” 
says Collyer. “It was more like a 
vacation and having a good time. It 
just kept getting more and more seri- 
ous and progressing in a nice, slow- 
but-steady fashion.

climbing the charts on Internet and 
mainstream radio stations as we 
speak. 

The album was released on the 
group’s own label, for now called 
Stag-X Productions. “I hope that we 
can keep on recording music and 
playing music and going out and 
touring stuff and then eventually try- 
ing to help other bands do that,” says 
Taylor.

roger was formed in 1999, while 
Darren McKague (vocals/ guitar), 
Peter Belec (guitar), Nathan Seatter 
(bass) and Doug Organ (drums) 
were studying music at Grant 
MacEwan College. After discovering 
a shared taste for music by The 
Beatles, Elvis Costello and 
Radiohead, the foursome started 
writing and recording songs togeth- 
er. Seatter explains, “We were in 
recording art mostly [and] that was 
an aspect that was helpful because 
we were able to record some demos 
and stuff like that. So that’s pretty 
much how we started, [just] record- 
ing a few songs.” 

In 2000, roger entered a couple of 
those songs into Rock Odyssey, a bat- 
tle-of-the-bands type contest spon- 
sored by 100.3 FM, and won.

Mike Watt's lyrics and diary make 
a winning collection 


SPIELS OF A/D’UN MINUTEMAN 
By Mike Watt 
(L’Oie de Cravan, 132 pp. 


ALMOST TWO DECADES AFTER THE 
band cinched a self-styled 3-way tie 
(for last), the minutemen revival is 
now on. And it’s about time. 

Unlike their fellow bright lights 
on the 1980s SST Records roster 
(e.g., Htisker Dii and the Meat 
Puppets), the minutemen never 
drew major-label attention (the 
band folded when singer-guitarist 
D. Boon was killed in a 1985 van 
wreck) or saw a fat Nirvana 
Unplugged royalty cheque. 
However, recent action on the cul- 
tural radar suggests these blue-col- 
lar schlubs/ geniuses from San 
Pedro may finally get their proper 
due. Blip one: Michael Azzerad 
nicked the title of his recent book 
about the American ‘80s music 
underground, Our Band Could Be 
Your Life, from a minutemen song. 
Blip two: the minutemen’‘s 
“Corona” hit a whole new genera- 
tion of ears as the theme song to 
Jackass: The Movie. (Not an obvious 
pairing, that, but it kinda makes 
sense: who says the band’s vigor- 
ous DIY ethic can’t be applied to 
nonmusical pursuits... like clipping 
jumper-cables to your nuts?) Now 
comes Spiels of a/d’un minuteman, a 
trade paperback collection of 
bassist Mike Watt's lyrics and 1983 
tour diary. 

Just as the trio broke new 
ground with herky-jerky rhythms 
owing as much to John Coltrane as 
to Wire (plus, uh, Creedence), 
Watt's lyrics defied punk conven- 
tions. Sometimes he teased striking 
imagery out of U.S. history (“they 
found the body / of/general george 
a. custer/quilled/like a porcu- 
pine”), while other times he played 
it refreshingly straight (“i'll put it 
in simple words: / working men are 
pissed!”). A lot of his writing is 
self-referential, without being pre- 
cious. Writing words for his child 





hood 





angst. (On “self-referenced,” he 
cops to “bumming real hard/on 
cold steel facts/i’m full of shit!” On 
“one reporter's opinion,” he asks, 
“what can be romantic to mike 
watt? he’s only a skeleton.”) 
Explicit references abound to his 
and Boon’s idiosyncratic pantheon 
of musical influences, including a 
pleasantly surprising number of 
nods to Blue Oyster Cult’s Eric 
Bloom. Heck, Watt even lifted lines 
from John Huston’s decidedly un- 
punk Treasure of the Sierra Madre: 
“we don’t 

need /no/stinking / badges.” 

Added bonus: published by a 
Montreal small press, Spiels is duti- 
fully bilingual, with all of Watt's 
slangy “Pedro-speak” scribblings 
faithfully translated into French 
(international and Quebec compli- 
ant, no less), along with marginal 
notes explaining the more slippery 
cultural references. This feature is 
not only educational (“i must look 
like a dork” = “je dois avoir l’air 
d‘un cave”), but makes for the kind 
of laughs you only get when lan- 
guages collide. (In his gushing 
intro, infamous scribe Richard 
Meltzer praises Watt as “the 
HUMAN FACE of rock rock rock 
and roll” by way of a complicated 
reference to the flick Robot Monster, 
thereby earning this helpful mar- 
ginal comment: “Ro-man, c’est-a- 
dire robot-man, homme-robot.” All 
that, plus a beautifully silk- 
screened cover, testimonials from 
Joe Carducci (author of the engag- 
ing rant Rock and the Pop Narcotic) 
and Sonic Youth’s Thurston 
Moore, and a gallery of Raymond 
Pettibon’s minutemen album illus- 
trations, makes for a winning pack- 
age. 

Minor quibble: a few of Watt's 
songs are inexplicably missing. It’s 
a drag for completists (and weak-

B-SIDES AND RARITIES COMPILATIONS ARE 
typically scattered and uneven affairs, with 
occasional hidden gems buried within miles 
of studio experiments, wank live routines and 
material better left forgotten on the flipside of 
an excessively rare seven-inch single. 
Thankfully, Spiritualized’s Jason Pierce has 
Surpassed all expectations with The 
Complete Works Volume One. 

Granted, Spiritualized has never been a 
name to take lightly—not only did 2001's Let 
/t Come Down feature the performances of 
more than 100 musicians (although each and 
every note was straight out of Pierce's per- 
fectionist brain), it was preceded by the 
unceremonious firing of the group’s longtime 


membership through curt letters of termina- 
tion. So it’s not altogether surprising that a 
double-disk set of cast-offs and debris would 
be worth close examination. 

The thing is, The Complete Works Volume 
One is Pierce's crowning achievement—a 
collection of songs as powerful, epic and 
earth-shatteringly good as anything on any of 
Spiritualized’s consistently brilliant full-length 
records.

THE PAST YEAR HAS BEEN A DISAS- 
s one for booksellers on the 
ince the fall, no fewer 
an five independent bookstores 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta have 
closed their doors.

writers are so fond of,” jokes Belke, 
an avowed deadline junky. 

“ At another level, it’s about the 
struggle of a father dealing with the 
presence of an estranged son and 
also a play-within-a-play. All the 
parts of the work circle and feed into 
one another,” says the popular play- 
wright, who knows of where he 
speaks. A theatrical institution in 
Edmonton since his 1990 playwrit- 
ing debut, the 42-year-old scribe has 
over 20 scripts to his name. 

The great irony of the matter is 
that while Belke based this play ona 
well-worn notion—the idea of fic- 
tional characters taking on a “life of 
their own’”—he doesn’t actually 
believe in that particularly writerly 
trope. “Characters are always 
expressing some aspect of the play- 
wright’s life even if the writer isn’t 
fully aware of it, which is pretty 
intriguing if you think about it,” he 
says. “That's why I have Transom 
describe writing in the play as a 
process that’s one part inspiration, 
one part talent and three hundred 
and five parts psychotherapy.”

The original idea for the show was 
about a theatre company struggling 
to stage the first draft of a script by a 
famous and recently deceased 
author with his estate-executor son 
getting in the way of a smooth pro- 
duction. 

“The problem with that vision is 
that I wouldn’t be able to directly 
resolve the issues between father 
and son. It was too much of a pas- 
sive thing,” Belke explains.

One shouldn't leave with the 
impression that Belke’s playwriting

“T value everything I get back 
from actors and directors and see 
theatre as a very collaborative 
effort,” says the author who's also 
well-known for his improv work. 
“You get these two important points 
of view working on the play: the 
director is the generalist and the 
actors are the specialists. Both filters 
are vital to creating the finished 
work.” 

As for this particular theatrical 
crew, Belke can’t say enough about 
the collected team lead by Shadow’ s 
Artistic Director John Hudson. The 
cast, featuring John Wright as the 
ever-stressed Mark W. Transom, 
boasts two returning thespians from 
the work’s 1998 debut—Coralie 
Cairns and Richard Gishler.

have happened to Celie, a quirky 
teenage girl who could talk to 
angels.

Naomi 
lizuka’s script is no whodunnit. 
More important than the identity of 
the killer is how the killer lives with 
himself and what happens to a 
group of friends who are dealt a loss 
then assigned the ugly task of 
assigning blame. 

Few friendships last beyond our 
teenage years, no matter how 
enduring those bonds may feel at 
the time. lizuka presents us with a 
group of young adults who, having

Dossier could be six plays in one 


A consistent tone is the vital piece 
of information not contained in this 
Dossier. At times, it resembles a psy- 
chological thriller; at others, it 
threatens to morph into a one-joke 
romantic comedy about the living 
almanac Baxter's inability to 
remember ideas and conversations 
in the context of his relationship. 

It turns out to be neither, but in 
the interim, the inappropriatel 
light-hearted tone of much of 


had tragedy thrust upon them, fall 
into tragic circumstances of their 
own—it's as if the momentum of 
Celie’s death is so great that it drags 
them all down, for ever and ever. 

Language of Angels was originally 
written for an evening of ghost sto- 
ries and given NLT artistic director 
Trevor Schmidt's achievements at 
his company’s Carnival of Souls, it’s 
no wonder he was drawn to this 
work. But as intriguing as the story 
is, it makes for a flawed play. One 
scene, in which the story jumps 
across time and may or may not 
include the appearance of an angel, 
will lose many members of the audi- 
ence. Yes, the events are recalled 
through the veil of drugs and booze, 
leaving you with the same type of 
foggy impressions of exactly what 
happened. But the effect isn’t worth 
the level of uncertainty and confu- 
sion the audience is left with. If 
there is an acting or directing trick to 
side-step the problem, it beats the 
hell out of me. 

Oddly, it is that same scene in 
which one of the play’s finest per- 
formances is delivered. As Billy, the 
ultimate small-time cowboy party- 
boy, Martin Happer takes the role of 
‘young asshole’ to frightening new 
depths. If you've seen this kind of 
hard-core tough guy before, you'll 
recognize it again in this scene. 
Happer makes you want to call a 


cop. 

But it’s OK if you don’t. The audi- 
ence is presented with the intriguing 
possibility that, even if a person 
does get away with murder—legal- 
ly speaking, in the OJ Simpson 
sense—there is a universal justice 
system that comes into play, track- 
ing down the guilty and punishing 
them poetically.

By the closing fifteen minutes, the 
plot consists of a bunch of holes 
occasionally interspersed with plot. 
The final disclosure itself, which I 
won't spoil, is fairly clever, but is 
tangled up in so many competing 
ideas that its effects are muted.

be starting out in the theatre world 
but as far as Carnival of Shrieking, 
Youth goes, they’re already sea- 
soned vets.

For more than a decade, the 
Carnival has given 11- to 25-year-old 
aspiring thespians a chance to break 
out of the classroom and into the 
theatre.

Magee wears many hats as well 
Not only did he write the end of the 
world drama, “Live From the 
Apocalypse” but he also directs the 
romantic farce, “Love, Shakespeare 
and Toilet Paper,” and acts in the 
thriller” Reverse Psychology.” “I get 
through it and I don’t know how I 
do it,” he explains. “I go without a 
lot of sleep.

I'm anale man all the way, espe- 
cially when I find myself ina colder 
climate, and the snowstorm I 
braved to reach Brewsters me put in 
the mood for a tawny, Irish-style 
ale. Brewsters had such a thing on 
tap, and that was the first order of 
business. Beer in hand, I surveyed 
the menu and selected a cup of split 
pea soup ($2.99), some gyoza with 
wasabi mustard ($6.99) and a man- 
darin spinach salad ($5.49). 

The Irish ale was a lovely reddish 
colour and had a refreshingly clean 
taste, but was a little low on body 
and bitterness, rather like a 
Rickard’s Red when I was hoping 
for something like a McNally’s 
Extra. For my next beer, I opted for 
their Bighorn Bitter, which 
promised more hoppiness in an 
English-style ale. After that, if I still 
wasn't feeling myself, I'd go fora 
Black and Tan, a mixture of the bit- 
ter and the house stout, which 
would doubtless shore me up for 
the unseasonable walk home. 

Scarcely had my server gone 
away when my cup of soup (with 
doughy white roll) arrived at the

After 
week where every salad put before 
me was wilted or overdressed, I 
was grateful for some robust 
spinach and a tastefully light vinai- 
grette.

Oza were 
paired with mustard that had a 
dash of wasabi. Six little dumplings 
for $7 seemed sort of pricey, even 
with a side of coleslaw. They were 
tasty and the sauce well-chosen—I 
even liked the fancy tri ar plate 
they came on—but you'd havea 
hard time sharing them. My selec- 
tions may have been on the chintzy 
side, but Brewsters has a broad 
array of entrees and daily food spe- 
cials that seem more in line with a 
bigger appetite. 

The bitter, it turned out, was 
more to my liking than the Irish ale 
with a sharper bitterness (hence the 
name), a more substantial body and 
a dry finish.

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nies. They're always 
hiring, says Austin. 
“It's not the kind of 
job people stay in 
for a long time.” 

Find a good fit. 
Some are romantic, 
while others are 
raunchier. Check 
out how the women 
are described and 
see what you're 
comfortable with. 
Write to the owners 
and tell them you're 
interested in work- 
ing for them. See if 
they'll let you call 
some of their girls 
to ask about the 
company, then 
gauge how the 
women there are 
treated. 

It doesn’t matter 
if the company is 
actually in Montreal, 
though. Usually, you 
pay for your own 
toll-free line, and the 
company manages 
the Web site, han- 
dies credit card 
charges, and mails your cheques to 
wherever you live—though Austin sug- 
gests dealing with a Canadian company 
for tax purposes. 

As for the money, don’t take less than 
a third, but ideally, you want 50%. So if 
the company is charging $1.99, you 
basically make a $1 a minute, minus 
your expenses. 

But before you think, “Hey, $1 a 
minute, $60 an hour, 40 hrs a week, 
that's like a million a year,” remember 
that you may be on the phone only 20 
minutes out of an hour. “Sometimes, 
you're stuck at home and the phone 
doesn't ring,” says Austin. 

Tools of the trade? Have a good com- 
puter and a separate phone line. Oh, and 
don't use it to call your mother if she has 
call display and you don't want her to 
know what you do—a mistake Austin 
made. 

Which brings up the old “What do you 
do for a living?” consideration. 

Austin advises you create a character 
name for yourself, both for safety and for 
your sanity: “You want to keep your 
phone sexual personae and your real life 
separate.” 

Also, she adds, word your profile to 
encourage the type of calls you'll enjoy 
and allow yourself to have limits. 

“Just because someone wants a fan- 
tasy doesn’t mean you have to provide 
it,” says Austin, who won't do choking or 
bathroom-business calls. She politely 
refers these to a colleague, opting to 
protect her self-esteem over making 






money. “When you're not happy with the 
calls you're getting,” she says, “you'll 
dread the phone ringing.” 

Plenty to consider besides having a 
sexy voice and a debt to kill. But that 
doesn't mean it’s not for you. 

“| originally expected it to be either 
absolutely sleazy or utterly boring. | 
never thought it could be sensual, excit 
ing, funny, intelligent, and just plain hot 
says Austin.
